body.

CONFERENCE WITH PRESIDENT. 
Washintgon, D. C., Oct. 2—President 


Roosevelt will make an effort to bring 
the anthracite coal mine operators and 
their striking employes together. 


The decision was arrived at when 


the lawyers of the cabinet informed 
the President that there was no way, 
under the constitution and the form 
of government of the United States for 
federal intervention to end the strike. 
Every phase of the situation was can- 
vassed and the determination to have 
the mine operators

Payne, at the temporary White House 
the announcement of telegrams to the 
coal presidents and to Mr. Mitchell 
was made public as wired to the A4« 
vocate yesterday. 


that will follow a fuel famine, am? 
will urge them in the interests of hu- 
manity to open the mines and supply 
the demand for coal. The President 
has taken this action, it is understood 
because he feels it to be his duty to 
do so, as the executive head of a na- 
tion, threatened with great peril. 


•The President has, in a sense, taken 


upon himself tlie burdens of an arbi- 
trator in this great dispute between 
capital and laboi*, and though the arbi- 
tration is not compulsory and is not 
e^en known under the name of arbi- 
tration in any of the invitations issued 
it is the hope of the President and his 
advisers that it will be effective. Just 
how, no one can say, though there Is 
the suggestion of a temporary arrange- 
ment which will tide over the 
cold 


weather. 


It is stated by a member of the cab- 


inet that there is no political purpose 
in this effort, but that the President 
is moved to exert his influence solely 
in the interests of the people. 


In the other attempts ,it Is said, the 


operators felt that politics was

There will be no one present at Fri- 


day's meeting at the temporary White 
House but the principals. The absence 
of the cabinet will give the President 
an opportunity to do just what he 
wants, namely, to have a good heart- 
to-heart talk with the operators and 
Mr. Mitchell, to induce them to talk 
to each other freely and to reason qui- 
etly and soberly, and finally to agree, 
if possible, to make concessions oa 
each side which 
will terminate the 


strike.

ANOTHER GHASTLY CRIME 


Young Woman's Body Found in Her Uncle's Apart- 


ments in New York City, Where It Had 


Lain at Least Six Weeks. 


New York, Oct. 2.—The body of Jon- 


nic Larsen, a young Danish woman, 


twenty years old, was found in the 


apartment of Louis Applcord, on the 


third floor of a tenmr-nt in Harlem. 
She had been dead for days, acrortl- 


ing to a medical expert; the body was 
mutilated and much decomposed ami 
gas filled the room 
where it

Despite the gas and stench 


which revealed the tragedy, Applcorr!, 
in a dazed mental condition, was in 
the room when it was entered by the 
police.

had been performed. Appleord, when 
questioned by the police, would say. 
little except that he had turned on 
the gas in the room for the purpose 
of committing suicide. The police do 
not accuse Appleord of murdering the 
young woman, but think that he 
knows more about the case tfian he is 
willing to tell.

A Clicnp Higrli Chair. 


One of the earliest requirements of a 


child is a high chair with a shelf in 
front to prevent a fall and serve as a 
tray when mealtime arrives.

very convenient substitute for the com- 
mon high chair Alfred II. Hunting of 
Iron Mountain, Mich., has designed the 
arrangement shown in the drawing.

When the feet are pressed into tight 


fitting shoes—high" heels make the 
pressure greater—by adding friction 
we have a necdlelike point formed in 
the skin, and the greater the pressure 
the deeper the point will grow. The 
best preventive remedy known is real- 
ly to go barefooted, but since this is 
not considered ethical in civilized life I 
will give a few simple remedies which 
may be of some value for. the afflicted: 


First—Place on the corn a piece of 


cold, moist linen folded several times, 
wrap it up in dry linen, then go to bed. 
With this treatment the hard epider- 
mis swells up, and after six or eight 
hours the outer covering of tho corn 
can be removed with a dull knife. 
When this treatment has been followed 
for three or four days, a small needle- 
like growth (the corn) can bo extracted 
without pain or bleeding. By washing 
the feet often in cold water the tender 
place will heal rapidly. After getting 
rid of this corn it is well to wear shoes 
which are neither too large nor too 
small so as to avoid excessive pressure 
or friction. 


Second.—In place of the linen a crust 


of bread soaked in vinegar may be ap- 
plied. 


Third.—The best application is to 


soak a whole onion twenty-four hours 
n vinegar, then apply one of the layers 
Of the onion to the corn and keep it in 
place by.a bandage through the night. 
After repeating this procedure a few 
times the corn can be removed without 
any trouble. By either of these simple 
applications this troublesome agent 
can be removed without any danger of 
blood poison and "free of charge."—St. 
Louis Republic.

ship. He says he has paid out of his 
own money the sum of $3GOI to the 
credit of the mill. 


Lark is Not First. 


Aa ornithologist having investigated 


the question of what hour in summer 
the commonest small birds wake' up 
and sing, states that the greenfinch is 
the earliest riser, as it pipes as early 
as half past one in the morning, the 
blackcap beginning at half past two. 
It is nearly four o'clock and the sun 
is well above the horizon before the 
first real songster appears in the per- 
son of the blackbird. He is heard 
half an hour before the thrush, and 
the chirp of the robin begins about the 
same length of time before the wren. 
Finally the house sparrow and the 
tomtit occupy the last place on the 
list 
The investigation has altogether 


ruined the lark's reputation for early 
rising' That much celebrated bird is 
quite a sluggard, as it does not rise 
until long after the chaffinches, lin- 
nets, an da number of hedgerow birds 
have been up and silent.—School.

FOUND DEAD

a long time. 


For the past week Taborn had been 


ill and John Nuby, colored, who attend- 
ed him Wednesday night, said that he 
left his sleeping apartments, 
above 


Welsch's saloon at 5 o'clock, to go to 
the water closet and death came in- 
side of 13 minutes. 


Coroner Scott J. Evans was sum- 


moned and viewed the body, which, 
wa stumed over to township Under- 
taker William Evans, who conveyed, 
the body to his establishment on East 
Church street, where it was prepared 
for burial. 


Taborn was about 50 years of age 


and leases two daughters, one named 
Ida Wood, living in Columbus, who 
was notified of her father's sudden 
death. The funeral arrangements will 
be completed upon her arrival in Sew- 
ark. 


"Bill" Taborn was a barber by trade 


and worked at this business for a num 
ber of years in the city, during which 
time he ha-i seen employed in some 
of the best shops in Newark.
